Trade Topics. 


Right of Seller to Hold or Re- 
claim Goods Sold.

A universal principle of law of the 

reatest importance to the seller of goods is 
that which gives him a lien on goods sold 
for the payment of the price thereof, com- 
monly called a *‘ vendor's lien.” Not only 
s this recognized at common law, but in 
most of the States, if not in all, there have 

een enacted specific laws providing that 

the seller of goods shall hold a lien for the 
price over them ; but of course, before this 
right will arise, the property in the goods 
must have passed tothe purchaser, for a 
person cannot have a lien on goods belong- 
ing to himself. Neither will this lien extend 
to anything beyond the price of the goods ; 
it will not cover aclaim inthe seller for 
storage of the goods, even if itis by the pur- 
chaser’s default that the goods are kept in 
warehouse, or other charges are incurred in 
detaining them. The seller of goods has 
this lien upon them for their price, unless it 
is otherwise stipulated, so long as they re- 
main in his possession, and, as against pur- 
chasers who become insolvent, until some- 
thing occurs to make it inequitable for him 
to maintain it. 

A seller cannot follow property beyond 
the purchaser from him as against the claim 
of anyone save one who purchases from such 
purchaser with notice. So if a creditor in 
good faith takes a mortgage, without notice 
of the unpaid purchase price of the mort- 
gaged goods, he has a lien superior to a sub- 
sequent attachment for the purchase price. 
One who loans another money with which 
to purchase property, or pays for the proper- 
ty of another, has no vendor’s lien or privi- 
lege thereon. A very interesting case arose 
in Massachusetts, where the owner of a 
large quantity of wood, which was lying in 
a pile on his own land, having sold a portion 
of the same, and measured off and marked 
the part sold, with an agreement that the 
purchaser might remove it within a year, 
gave the purchaser a bill of sale of the wood, 
and received from him his promissory note 
for the price, payable in six months, before 
the expiration of which time the purchaser 
became insolvent. On the one hand it 
was contended that the title to the wood 
had so passed that when the purchaser 
made an assignment it vested in his as- 
signee, while, on the other hand, it was in- 
sisted that notwithstanding the peculiar 
nature of the transaction, as the wood re- 
mained as it originally lay on the seller's 
premises, it was in his actual possession, 
and when the purchaser became insolvent 
the seller had a right to detain it until 
payment or tender of payment, and this the 
Supreme Judicial Court agreed in. 

A vendor's lien may, of course, be waived 
by express contract, and any agreement 
which is inconsistent with its retention 
operates as a waiver of it. His lien is also 
waived by implication, as when the vendor 
receives some other security for the payment 


of the price ; but a written receipt for cash |

sence of evidence that the transaction was

The lien is also lost where goods have 
been sold in block for a lumping price, and

proof sustains it on a part and fails to sus- 
tain it on the rest of the goods, on account 
of the impossibility to separate the price. 
It is also lost when goods have been un- 
packed and mixed with others, so that they 
can no longer be identified. The object of 
this lien being simply to secure payment of | 
the price of goods, if the purchaser tenders 
that, it will release them. Actual transfer 
of possession will also usually destroy the 
lien, as indicating an abandonment of it ; 
but not always, as courts of equity will aid 
the seller in cases of insolvency and the 
like, where innocent third persons are not 
thereby injured ; and in many of the States 
statutes to this effect have been passed. 
Where delivery would destroy the lien, 
merely marking the goods in the pur- 
chaser’s name, or setting them aside, or 
boxing them up by the purchaser's orders 
and putting his name on them will not do 
it, so long as the seller holds them 
and has not agreed to give credit on 
them. Furthermore, the retention

Electrolytic Apparatus. 


The illustration on this page 
shows an improvement in electroly- 
tic apparatus for the decomposition 
of metallic salts, such as chloride of 
sodium, used in the manufacture of 
commercial sodic hydrate. In this 
class of apparatus when there is a 
number of electfolytic cells con- 
nected in series through which the 
liquid to be decomposed is passed 
from one to the other, so as to be 
gradually decomposed, the resist- 
ance to the passage of the current 
gradually increases as the liquid be- 
comes more and more decomposed, and 
it is at its maximum height at or near 
the limit of decomposition. In using for 
such an apparatus’a single dynamo gene- 
rator it becomes obviously necessary to 
take the different resistances in the cells 
into consideration, in arranging a system of 
distribution of the current, in which each 
cell shall receive a proper amount of current 
necessary to produce a proportionate decom- 
position through the whole series until the 
desired limit of decomposition is obtained, 
when the liquid flows off from the last cell. 
The drawings show in connection with such 
electrolytic apparatus a system of distribu- 
tion by means of which the amount of cur- 
rent passing through each cell is in propor- 
tion to the requirements for producing a 
corresponding gradual decomposition in 
each cell of the series. 

Figure 1 shows a diagram plan of an elec- 
trolytic apparatus containing a plurality of 
cells connected in series for the decomposi- 
tion of a solution of a metallic salt, such as 
chloride of sodium and to which my system 
of distribution is applied. Fig. 2 is a longi- 
tudinal section through the cells in which 
the liquid is circulated from the inlet in the 
first cell to the outlet from the last cell. 
Fig. 3 is a cross section of the apparatus. 
Fig. 4 is a detail of a resistance which may 
be used. 

A represents a hermetically closed tank 
having cover B* and divided by partition 
B* into a separate anode compartment B 
and cathode compartments B’, each pro- 
vided with suitable anodes and cathodes 
connected by feeders C C’ in multiple with 
the main conductors D D’ of the dynamo,

INJECTORS AS BOILER FEEDERS. 

In small steam plants, that is in those 
of from 50 to 200 or 300 horse power, 
the injector seems at present to take the 
lead over any other means of boiler feed- 
ing, and the probability is, taking this 
universal use as proof, that under ordinary 
conditions they are the best thing for the 
place, provided you secure a good make and 
a good construction of that make, and then 
have the injector properly placed in relation 
to the supply of water, and also properly 
piped. These last two elements cause much 
trouble in a great many instances because 
they are not properly attended to at the 
time the injectors are put in. 

The failure to secure a competent man to 
take charge of the erection of a plant,is in- 
variably the cause of these faults in the 
finished construction, and the consequence 
is imperfect working of the equipment for 
allof the following years that it is run, and 
the consequent loss of money in a small but 
steady stream year after year. Trouble and 
loss caused by imperfect construction often 
arise from the very general desire to keep 
the first cost of a thing down to the lowest 
figure, this desire being so strong with some 
men that they cannot, or more probably will 
not look into the tuture 1n the least degree. 

Then again there are very many, and I 
will say a great many instances where the 
proprietors of a mill or the business members 
of a firm have been anxious to secure the 





but they have been entirely 
| balked by employing the services of what 
was supposed to be a competent mechanical 
engineer, but who, in fact, did not know 
one-half part of what he should, even to be 


| in charge of the construction of a small 


steam plant. The above remarks are not 
intended to apply directly to feed supply 
for boilers, but to all construction combined 
to make up the power for a mill or factory. 

Now, to return to the injector. There are 
quite a number of good makes which will 
give under similar conditions about equally 
good results. Therefore, if an injector 
which has a proper standing in the market 
is secured it probably will give satisfaction 
in doing its work. 

LOCATION IN THE BOILER ROOM. 

This should be on the wall as near to the 
boiler fronts as practicable. The 
placing of injectors on the boiler or 
in any position where they will be- 
come heated when not in use is bad 
practice, resulting many times in 
the failure of the machine to start 
when needed until cooled off by 
external means, and this, in the case 
of boilers running at a high service, 
where they are being forced to their 
utmost, may mean stopping the en- 
gine and checking the fires while 
waiting to get the supply of feed 
water running again.

buy one of just the right size to feed 
the boilers when they would be run 
under ordinary conditions, and not 
forced in the least. 
SOURCE OF WATER SUPPLY. 

If this is taken from the street 
mains the connection of suction pipe 
should not be made direct to the city water 
pipes, asany variation in the pressure in these 
caused by unequal flow in the mains or un- 
steady working of the metre will, when the 
injector is working, very probably break the 
stream, and then very likely there will be 
trouble to get it started again. The most 
simple means, or rather the most effective, 
fer overcoming this trouble is to put in a 
tank preferably over the boilers to be filled 
from the city pipes, and to take the suction 
from this. By this location of the feed tank 
the water becomes slightly warmed, but 
not enough to prevent the injector from 
taking it. Quite a fall is also secured from 
the tank down and this will facilitate the 
working of the injector. The size of the 
tank need not be such as to make it expen- 
sive; it should be simply of enough capacity 
to overcome the fluctuations of pressure 
which are liable to occur in a direct con- 
nection to city pipes. 

If the supply is taken from a hot well, or 
from any source below the injector, such as 
a spring or cistern, then the suction pipe 
should be amply large and be provided with 
an air chamber if the line is over 40 or 30 
feet long. All turns in the direction of the 
line should be made by easy and regular 
bends. It is much better practice to cut 
through whatever stands in a direct line 
from the supply to the injector, if it is pos- 
sible to do so, rather than to make angles in 
the line of pipe by going around the obstacles. 
Much trouble would be avoided in practice 
if suction pipes when over 20 feet long

Placing the valves in this way answers two 
purposes, that is, they are handy to get at, 
and the supply can be changed instantly if 
necessary, and the injector is less liable to 
be influenced by them than it would be if 


they were at a distance down the line.

Bleaching ‘‘ Slow Process” Sul- 
phite Fibre.

A question which the writer has been 
asked more than once by manufacturers of 
sulphite fibre is the following :‘* Can slow 
process sulphite fibre made from Ameri- 
can wood be bleached as high a white and 
as satisfactorily as the average bleached 
European pulp purcbasabts in this mar-. 
ket?” Furthermore: ‘*What does it cost 
for plant and process to bleach slow process 
fibre?” 

These questions are interesting and my 
up quite a wide line of thought. 

In the first place it should be noted that 
the average bleached 
the American market is 


there is no good reason why the results re- 
ferred to cannot be obtained if— 

(a) The method of cooking the pulp be 
judiciously adapted to the amount of bleach- 
ing required : 

(4) All chemical and mechanical condi- 
tions of efficient bleaching are subsequently 
fulfilled without acting too severely on the 
fibre and without undue waste of chlorine. 

To fully answer the question as to whether 
it is feasible and profitable to bleach slow 
process pulp to be as white as the bleached 
foreign pulps now in the market, it must be 
explained that in this case two very differ- 
ent materials are to be dealt with—the one 
made by the ‘‘ slow,” and the other made by 
the widely divergent ‘‘ quick" process. A 
slow process (¢. g. Mitscherlich) pulp is pre- 
pared at low temperature and pressure in a 
long operation with a comparatively weak 
liquor. The cooking liquor contains a large 
amount of base in proportion to the free 
acid, and the pulp after being washed and 
dried still retains a considerable amount 
of the original gummy and resinous incrust- 
ing matter of the wood. Hence the larger 
yield of paper making fibre in the Mitscher- 
lich process compared with the quick cook- 
ing processes. The bleached foreign pulp 
found in the market is an altogether differ- 
ent material. 

In most cases the bleached foreign pulp 
has been prepared by a quick process—the 
Ritter-Kellner or a similar one—generally in 
a compound (cement and Siemens-Halske) 
or Wenzel cement lined digester.

The presence of certain impurities which 
may be unknowingly introduced during the 
process of manufacture which do not, or | 
only slightly show up in unbleached fibre 
and which can only be detected and counter- | 
acted or avoided by careful chemical tests, 
has an important bearing on the process of 
bleaching ; also onits economy, the strength | 
of the bleach fibre produced, and above all | 
the whiteness obtained. The going back 
met with when using some pulps is often 
due to the presence of some apparently 
trivial impurity introduced during cooking 
or liquor making, which can, as aforesaid, 
only be detected and avoided by proper | 
chemical tests. 

I have gone into the above particulars at 
some length in order to make the following 
perfectly evident: It will now of course be 
clear that it cannot be said with any degree | 
of certainty whether the requirements in | 
question can be-satisfied without first mak- | 
ing a thorough and complete examination | 
of the processes carried onin the mills where | 
the pulp is produced, with analyses and cal- 
culations wherever required. The various 
factors above referred toas affecting bleach- 
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ing are all dependent on the details of carry- 


ing on the cooking and liquor making opera- | 


tions by which the fibre is produced.

It is true 
that some will make a poorer grade 
than their contract justifies, or will try 
to make the consumer take poor stuff 
when they ought to give him better ; 
but in this country, at least, they gen- 
erally try to give the buyer his money’s 
worth.

A manufacturer of ground wood says 
that the cost of making the article increases 
each year. The raw material—the log—is 
more expensive and it has to be hauled 
farther. 


And the cost of making paper in 
some ways has increased also, while the 
price has been declining. Five years ago I 
could get competent machine tenders for 
from $2.25 to $2.50, now I have to pay $3.25 
to $3.50. Mills have gone up so fast that 
the competent men have been wanted.

Manufacturing News. 


EASTERN STATES. 

The Fall Mountain Paper Company, Bel- 
lows Falls, Vt., began to put in its piers last 
week. 

A new belt which has been put in at the 
Manufacturing Investment Company’s pulp 
mill, at Madison, Me., is 105 feet long, 6 feet 
wide and weighs 2tons. It is said to be 
the largest in the world. 

The Chemical Paper Company, of Hol- 
yoke, Mass., is building a new steck house. 

Another industrial enterprise of large 
proportions is to be started on the Andros- 
coggin River, Me., the plans for which are 
already well under way and will be carried 
out the coming season. It is proposed to 
start a new town about 4 
Lisbon Falls, and a corporation, styled the 
Prejepscot Paper Company, will be organized 
on January 26 to undertake the carrying out 
of the enterprise. A plant for making wood 
pulp, with a capacity of 50 tons per day, 
will be established, to be followed by paper 
About $300,000 will be expended in 
the initiation of the enterprise, at the 
head of which are W. H. Parsons, 
F. C. Whitehouse and others. The 
privilege is 8,000 horse power. The adjacent | 
lands have been purchased by a syndicate, 
of which the Topsham and Lisbon Falls 
paper making corporations are the chief 
factors. A dam will be thrown across the 
river as soon as the conditions of the coming | 
season will permit. Contracts for excava- 
tion will be made in February, so that the 
work may be opened in early spring. 

The real estate of the Richmond Paper 
Company, Providence, R. I., was sold at 
auction on January 11. The property con- 
sists of 28 acres of land in East Providence, 
upon the Seekonk River and upon the Provi- | 
dence and Worcester Railroad. The build- | 
ings are mainly of brick and are of the fol- 
lowing dimensions: One building, 160x65, 
four stories; one building, 200x50, one 
story with attic; two buildings, 150x60, 
one story; one building, 200x30, one 
story ; one building, 200x40, one story ; one 
building, 130x60, one story. An engine 
house, boiler house, water filter, beds, a 
large boarding house and several tene- | 
ments are included in the sale. This | 
is the last chapter in a disastrous financial 
operation. The Richmond Paper Company 
was organized ten years ago with a capital 
of $400,000. Subsequently this was in- 
creased to $800,000, and, including the 
money put in on mortgage by the stock- 
holders, the plant took $1,500,000 out of the 
the pockets of local capitalists and business 
men. The machinery was recently sold for 
$45,000 and now the real estate and build- | 
ings have brought $42,000, just about the 
price originally paid for the land alone. 

The C. H. Hutchinson Foundry and Ma- | 
chine Company is the style of the latest 
addition to the list of builders of paper mill 
machinery. It is located at Manchester, N. 
H. Mr. Hutchinson, of this concern, is an 
able mechanic and expert on matters per- 
taining to machinery and steam ; Mr. Mills 
is an efficient foundry and machine man, 
late of the Emerson Manufacturing Com- 
pany, and Mr. Hartwell has sold J. H. 
Horne & Sons Company's goods for years. 
This house has an ample and well equipped | 
machine shop, complete foundry facilities 
and first-class workmen, and intends to do 
strictly first-class work. It is in shape to | 
fill orders for bars, plates, Jordan filling, 
beating and washing engines, and is making | 
patterns for a new and large Jordan which | 
it is said will refine a ton per hour if neces- 
sary without forcing it or taking excessive 
power.

To save water a pump was rigged on the 
machine to pump back the water which had 
been used.

The water, after it had been used sev- 
eral times, carried with it considerable iron or 
steel finely divided, and the particles would 
be deposited on the stone and imbedded in 
its surface, and as they became polished the 
glazing proceeded.

The ex- 
tra cost of freight transportation on timber 
or manufactured pulp from Canada is an 
item of no small amount to be considered, 
with the transfers and delays added. If 
this export duty is placed on pulp and tim- 
ber by the Canadian Government the paper 
manufacturer will hardly venture, under all 
of the circumstances, to build pulp mills in 
Canada. The present duty on pulp is suf- 
ficient and does protect our home manufac- 
turers. If it is continued the mills along 
the Black River will double their capacity 
and use the extra supply of water when 
it is high. During this season they can 
manufacture a large extra supply of pulp. 
The small mills will double their present 
capacity. In fact, one firm at Dexter has 
contracts pending on the material for en- 
larging its mills and for building a number 
of dwelling houses, the work to begin in 
the early spring time, if there is no change 
in the tariff. A number of the manufac- 
turers haye expressed themselves as confi- 
dent that there will be no change in the 
tariff on mechanical or sulphite wood pulp. 
The present duty on sulphite fibre is $6 a 
ton. The manager of a large mill said that 
he was not disturbed in any manner re- 
garding the tariff question on wood pulp; 
that as the present duty is very low, yet 


have been selected in this country to con- 
duct and bring toa successful issue an en- 
terprise of such importance and magnitude 
as the Columbian Exposition has grown to 
be.

WATERTOWN, N. Y., January W, 1898. 

There is much talk among paper and 
pulp men, about the big schemes which are 
afloat now in Central and Northern New 
York to acquire large timber interests in 
Canada. Probably the largest syndicate 
ever formed is that of Gen. R. A. Alger, ex- 
Senator Warner Miller, Hon. George West, 
ex-Congressman Smith M. Weed, Hon. Hen- 
ry G. Burleigh and ex-Congressman H. H. 
Warner and others, who have purchased a 
tract of land in Canada embracing about 200 
miles east of Quebec along the banks of the 
St. Lawrence River. It is said that the 
syndicate is now negotiating for the pur- 
chase of another tract of 200,000 acres. Mr. 
Burleigh, the Whitehall lumberman, was 
the chief mover in the matter, and explained 
the purchase in this wise : ‘‘ We will estab- 
lish a camp on the banks of the nver next 
summer, and expect to have a rare old time 
fishing there.” 

‘* But how about your lumber and pulp 
interests, Mr. Burleigh ?”

The action of the Government as to the 
duty on spruce timber and pulp wood is as 
yet uncertain. There is also considerable 
anxiety on the part of some of the wood pulp 
manufacturers as to the tariff on ground wood. 
It is thought that should any change be made 
to lower or abolish the present duty of $2.50 
per ton on manufactured pulp it would be 
very detrimental to the interests of the small 
pulp mills along the Black River. There 
are a number of large paper mills along this 
river which have now options on timber 
tracts and water powers in Canada. If the 
tariff is lowered they will close at once with 
the Canadian holders and erect large pulp 
mills in Canada, manufacturing their pulp in 
the heart of the timber country and ship- 
ping the product to their mills free of duty 
in the United States. These paper manu- 
facturers are now obliged to buy of the 
small pulp manufacturers, as they have not 
the capacity or water power to grind the 
amount of pulp required to keep their paper 
machines running. If they erect mills in 
Canada these will be of such a capacity that 
they will manufacture all of their pulp,

A WORD FOR CO*OrERATION?’ 


Just remember that file of twenty-eight 
poor weavers, tramping over the cobble- 
stones of Toad Lane in Rochdale, taking 
down the shutters of an old factory room, 
and stocking it with groceries, with the 
shoeblacks throwing mud at them, and the 
policeman uncertain whether they 
tramps or lunatics. They went on, 
ever, in the way of weaving by day and 
running their store at night, buying out of 
their investment what they wanted of tea, 
sugar, matches and bacon. In 1844 they 
started with just twenty-eight members and 
a capital of £28. In 1867 they had 6,823 
members, £128,435 in funds, had done busi- 
ness to the amount of £284,910, and had ac- 
cumulated the round sum of £41,619 as clear 
profit. There is no reason why we should 
not add to our little store by such enterprise 
and good sense. It is a grand idea; there 
is no such like it in any scheme for our in- 
dustrial well being.’

never will be done. 
work or investment has its legitimate results, 
We may not get it in every case, but when 
we do no man has the right to the eggs so 
long as we own the hens, or to the crop, so 
long as we paid for the seed and did our 
own plowing. What we want is not a 
division, but a system of co-operation and 
profit sharing that is distributive without 
being unjust. To bring about such a sys- 
tem is one of our aims, and, like all other 
things worth having, it will be on the line 
of hard work, common sense and fair play. 
The principle of co-operation goes to show 
that the wrongs of industrial life at which 
we kick are, most of them, removable by 
judicious methods, and not by any other 
means that we know of. 
PROFIT SHARING. 

The idea of profit sharing is in the same 
direction, though not so far advanced, as co- 
operation. It is not a move from the labor 
side, but from that of capital toward labor, 
by giving it a share in the profits of its in- 
vestment. It is a step upstairs, and its ap- 
plication and benefits depend on ourselves. 
It is a matter of much promise to us work- 
ers, as recognizing faithful service, energy 
and well doing. It meets us in our want of 
capital by giving us a share of investments 
toward which we could not spare a dollar, 
and it is adaptable to our present condition 
of ignorance (most of us with no knowledge 
or tact whatever) in the manipulation of 
money and the management of business. 
We look upon profit sharing asa step on the 
line of progress, and as indicating on the 
part of employers a wise and manly intent 
to make our lot better than itis. Ourchance 
lies in being equal to our duties, and not 
abusing our privileges. In these things there 
is no room for demagogues or deadheads ; 
the lazy and the shiftless, the drunken and 
the dishonest, must rub their elbow joints 
somewhere else. We want no such sand 
in our sugar; and to my fellow toil- 
ers I would say: Let us be as deservy- 
ing of our rights as we have been noisy 
over our wrongs. We have no faith in 
any nonsense that thinks it can make the 
world so flat that there will be no hills to 
climb and no holes to tumble into, and life 
in general so easy that we can go to heaven 


on padded chairs. There will always be 
some of us who will spend all they get, asif 
it was a hot coal in their jeans or a pot of 
butter in theirhats. Men will lie, and cheat, 
and be tyrants, so long as this old planet 
throws a round shadow on the silent moon ; 
but for such as are not of that kind the out- 
look is clear and the future full of hope. 
The chances are in our favor if we are but 
wise enough so to see them, and are not so 
loose fingered as to let them slip. 

We workingmen have, as a class, our 
faults and follies ; we have had our backsets, 
and we have some some excuses for our ig- 
norance ; but be the past all it has been of 
wrongs, tyrannies, rags, tears and bare 
bones, we can be even the better for that 
stern discipline—if we do not come short of 
our duty.—/red Woodrow, in Century 
Magazine.

The tank, or tub A, is provided with a 
roller, B, beneath which is a concaved rolling 
surface C, slightly roughened, and adjust- 
ably held in relation to the lower periphery 
of the roll by means of ascrew, D. The inlet 
end E of the concaved surface C is farther 
from the periphery of the roll B than the 
exitend F. This tank A is furnished with 
a quantity of water, preferably of a depth 
indicated by the dotted line a4. Inorderto 
allow the water in the tank A to pass be- 
tween the roller B and the surface C, the 
latter is narrower than the tank, to leave a 
space between it and the side of the tank 
for this purpose, as will be readily under- 
stood. In this instance the 
formed of a solid block of suitable material.

tegrated is cut into pieces or 
proximately 1 inch square and 12 inches 
long, with

they are subjected to steam pressure from 
ten to fifteen hours, until they have become 
slightly softened. 

Instead of forming the wood into blocks, 


it may be formed into curled slabs with the | 


grain running lengthwise and of from one- 
quarter to one-half of an inch in thickness, 
as shown in Figure 5. Preferably, however, 
the wood is prepared by cutting it into 
shavings similar to excelsior, then boiling 
or steaming them. The blocks, billets or 
curled slabs are then placed in the inlet 
end of the concave rolling surface C, and 
are caught by the roller B, which is 
slightly roughened to take a hold upon the 
slab or billet to prevent it from slipping, as 
is also the concaved surface for the same 
purpose. 

The roller B is revolved in the direction 
indicated by the arrow at any suitable 
speed, and the billet or slab is rolled upon 
its own axis and at right angles to its grain 
between the rollers and the concaved sur- 
face. As the billet is rolled it assumes first 
substantially a cylindrical form, and as it is 
gradually carried to the exit end it assumes 
an elliptical shape, until it drops out of the 
exitend. This rolling or revolving of the 
stock upon its own axis under pressure 
causes the plane of pressure upon the stock 
to be continually changed, and effects an 
abrading or moving action of the tibres one 
upon the other throughout the entire body 
thereof, which is exceedingly effectual in 
completely separating the fibres whether 
the quantity of stock is in the form of a billet 
or in the form of a wad of * half stuff,” to 
be fully described farther on. The space 
between the periphery of the roller and the 
concaved surface is regulated according to 
the size of the billet or curled slab, so that it 
is not subjected to sufficient pressure while 
being rolled to crush, break, or injure the 
fibres thereof in any manner whatever. 

When it is desired to reduce the material 
to its finest fibres and to make the disinte- 
gration and separation of all the fibres com- 
plete and perfect the material is passed in 
the manner above described a sufficient num- 
ber of times to cause it to separate. This 
process or method of revolving or rolling a 
suitable quantity of the stock upon its own 
axis is continued by placing the disinte- 
grated mass of fibres in a tank, G, of the 
modified machine, which has a _ proper 
quantity of water therein, as indicated by 
dotted line ¢ d. Journaled within this tank at 
one side of a central vertical partition, H, are 
any desired number of rolls I provided with 
annular grooves J, to form annular ribs K, 
and with longitudinal ribs L. Placed around 
each of these rollers is a wire netting or 
screen M, which thus forms a water space 
between the screen surface and the bottom 
of the grooves. Placed below these rolls 
are the concaved surfaces N, which are 
shaped with the back fall P continuing on 
to the inlet end Q of the succeeding roll.
